BOARD OF GRAIN COMMISSIONERS FOR CANADA

Sir, —We beg to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners for Canada for the year 1942, in compliance with Section Twenty- 
three of The Canada Grain Act, 1930. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS 

Crop conditions generally throughout Western Canada were unusually 
favourable during 1942, resulting in the largest yield on record of all cereal 
crops. In accordance with the Government’s announced policy, the acreage 
devoted to wheat production in Western Canada was again slightly reduced in 
1942. The wheat acreage for that year was estimated to be approximately 
20,653,000 acres compared with 21,140,000 acres in 1941. This shows a reduc¬ 
tion of 487,000 acres. But the estimated yield of wheat in 1942 was 587,000,000 
bushels compared with 293,000,000 in 1941, or an increase in yield of 294,000,000 
bushels. It is at once apparent that in 1942, from 487,000 fewer acres of wheat, 
the yield of 1941 was doubled. 

The 1942 estimated acreage of oats in Western Canada was 9,666,000 acres 
as compared with 8,137,000 acres in 1941, an increase in oat acreage of 1,529,000 
acres. But the estimated yield of oats in 1942 exceeded that of 1941 by 
330,000,000 bushels, this being an increase of 285 per cent. 

The barley acreage was increased by 1,679,000 acres or from 4,735,000 acres 
to 6,414,000 acres, and the estimated total yield was increased by 160,300,000. 
bushels, or an increase of 259 per cent. 

The rye acreage was increased by 385,000 acres and the yield by 14,704,000 
bushels, or an increase of 247 per cent over the 1941 yield. 

Flax also showed a substantial increase in both acreage sown and total 
yield. The acreage was increased from 982,000 acres to 1,466,000 acres, while 
the estimated yield was 16,700,000 bushels as compared with 6,419,000 bushels 
in 1941. 

The estimated total yield of all these crops for the year 1942 was 
1,391,393,000 bushels as compared with a total for 1941 of 582,108,000 bushels, 
or an estimated increase of 809,285,000 bushels more than the total of 1941 
crop. This enormous crop, together with the carry-over of the previous year, 
constitutes the largest stocks of grain ever accumulated in Canada. 
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Limited markets and a greatly restricted transportation condition, due to 
the very large increase in volume of war materials moved, have compelled the 
storage ot immense quantities of grain on the farms of Western Canada. It can 
therefore be expected that, with anything like a normal crop in 1943, the problem 
of storage for the 1943 crop will be an acute one. The greatly increased numbers 
of live stock in Canada will require a substantial' increase in quantities of feed 
grain. Canada can now confidently expect to be in a position when hostilities 
cease to offer large quantities of wheat and flour to the devastated areas of the 
world. 

BOARD INSPECTIONS 

During the year your Board carefully inspected all Government owned 
terminal elevators and found these well equipped and soundly operated. Sub¬ 
stantial repair work is now necessary on the dock and grain galleries at Prince 
Rupert. Atlantic points were also visited in order to study the loading facilities 
and shipping conditions’at these points. 

CAR DISTRIBUTION 

Since the beginning of the 1941-42 crop year on August 1st, 1941, the con¬ 
trol of car supply to country elevators has been handled by the Canadian Wheat 
Board, but The Board of Grain Commissioners has continued to handle all 
applications for cars out of turn under the provisions of Section 68 of the Canada 
Grain Act. The abuse of the privilege of obtaining cars out of turn referred to 
in the last report of the Board now appears to have been overcome. 

STORED GRAIN PESTS INVESTIGATION 

To safeguard Canadian stored grain from the danger of losses from mites 
and insects, the Board has continued the work of the Stored Grain Pests Investi¬ 
gation initiated in 1941. As in 1941 the entomological studies were conducted 
by an entomologist employed by the Board and under the direction of the 
Dominion Division of Entomology. The work has been carried out in co¬ 
operation with the Board’s Grain Research Laboratory. 

The grain trade has been provided with specific information on the presence 
and control of insects on the basis of samples submitted for examination. About 
5,000 samples were submitted during 1942 as compared with 3,000 for 1941. 
Direct assistance has been afforded to grain companies in the control of infesta¬ 
tions and in obtaining insecticidal materials now scarce or available only under 
priority ratings. 

As long-time storage has continued, insects previously unimportant have 
become major pests and insects formerly unreported from Western Canada 
have appeared. Methods designed to prevent and control insect infestations 
have been generally successful and direct damage by grain insects has been small. 
These various efforts combined with the vigilance maintained by the grain trade 
have resulted in a well-integrated system for the detection and control of insect 
pests in Canadian stored grain. 

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS 

All of the Canadian Government Elevators managed under the Board have 
had a large handling of grain during the past year. Amounts in store as at 
January 1, 1943, totalled 16,048,557 bushels.

AUDIT OF STOCKS IN TERMINAL AND EASTERN ELEVATORS 

The congestion of stocks in terminal and eastern elevators continues to 
create difficulties in auditing the stocks of grain in store in these elevators, as 
required under the provisions of the Canada Grain Act. However, where at all 
possible, the stocks have been weighed over but at a number of these elevators 
it was only possible to make estimates of the actual stocks in store. 

On applying the provisions of Sections 138 and 138-a of the Canada Grain 
Act to the results of the audit at the elevators where stocks were actually weighed 
over, excessive overages were disclosed at one eastern elevator and settlement 
therefor in the amount of $111.77 was made to the Board by the licensee. 

ELEVATOR CHARGES 

As the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 1225 of 19th February, 1941, 
fixed the maximum elevator charges at terminal and country elevators until 
the 31st day of July, 1943, the Board did not hold the usual public hearings at 
Winnipeg and Vancouver to hear representations on the matter of elevator 
charges. With heavy stocks in store the licensees of all terminal elevators and 
of practically all country elevators in August and September, 1942, reduced 
the storage charges filed with the Board for the current crop year from one 
forty-fifth of one cent per bushel per day, the present maximum, to one-fiftieth 
of one cent per bushel per day. 

LAKE FREIGHT RATES 

The maximum rates fixed by the Board in June, 1941, for the carriage of 
wheat from Fort William and Port Arthur to Bay Ports, Goderich, Sarnia, 
Port Colborne, Kingston, Prescott, Montreal and other St. Lawrence Ports with 
increased rates in the month of December, on account of increased insurance 
costs, remained in effect throughout the 1942 season of navigation. 

WAR RISK INSURANCE ON GRAIN 

The Board co-operated with the Department of Finance in the drawing 
up of a scheme of War Risk Insurance on Grain under the provisions of the War 
Risk Insurance Act, 1942, which was finally promulgated under Order in Council 
P.C. 10229 dated November 19, 1942. This order provides that the Board will 
collect a levy assessed against grain in certain positions. The Board collected 
in December, 1942, $197,213.09, the levy assessed on grain in store in terminal 
elevators on November 30, 1942, and has also assessed levy in the amount of 
$103,534.45 on grain in store in eastern elevators at the same date. The levy 
on grain received at, shipped from or processed at the different elevators in 
accordance with the provisions of the Order in Council is now being assessed 
and collected by the Board monthly. 

ASSISTANT COMMISSIONERS 

The number of complaints investigated by the Assistant Commissioners 
during 1942 was approximately the same as in the previous year, but they have 
continued to assist the Board in carrying out the provisions of The Canada 
Grain Act by investigating applications for cars out of turn, and inspecting build¬ 
ings to be used as special annexes to country elevators. 

They also carried out the usual inspection of a number of country elevators 
in each province. 
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COMPLAINTS 

On August 5, 1942, the Board held a formal investigation in Winnipeg into 
the complaint of a firm of grain exporters against the licensee of an eastern 
elevator for alleged loss sustained by the said exporter by reason of certain 
wheat alleged to have deteriorated while in store in the eastern elevator operated 
by the said licensee, and found to be heated and sour on being loaded into railway 
cars. 

The Board found in favour of the complainants, and ordered the defendant 
to pay the sum of $3,111.18. 

GRADING OF SOYBEANS AND FLAX 

Under Order in Council P.C. 2799, dated April 10, 1942, the Canadian 
Wheat Board was authorized to purchase soybeans, and requested the Board 
to make provision for the grading thereof. 

After discussions with representatives of the producers and handlers, the 
Board prepared specifications for the different grades of soybeans, and these were 
authorized by Order in Council P.C. 6125, dated July 16, 1942. 

Specifications for the different grades of flaxseed grown in the Eastern 
Division, and which the Canadian Wheat Board was authorized to purchase 
under Order in Council P.C. 6124, dated July 16, 1942, were also drawn up and 
authorized by Order in Council P.C. 6124, dated July 16, 1942. 

COMMITTEES ON GRAIN STANDARDS, 

Committees on Grain Standards for the Crop Year 1942-43 were constituted 
by the Board in accordance with Section Twenty-five of The Canada Grain 
Act, 1930. 

The Western Committee was convened at Winnipeg on October 22, 1942 
and the Eastern Committee at Toronto on August 31, 1942 and at Montreal 
on November 19, 1942. 


WHEAT BONUS 

Outstanding wheat bonus certificates in the amount of Twenty Dollars 
and Eighty-five Cents ($20.85) were redeemed during the past year. Outstand¬ 
ing certificates still remain in the amount of Eight thousand, Two Hundred and 
Ninety-three Dollars and Thirteen Cents ($8,293.13). 

THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT, 1939 

The Board has continued under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, 1939, 
to collect one per cent (1%) of the net value of grain marketed in the three 
western provinces. During the crop year ended July 31, 1942, the sum of One 
Million, Four Hundred and Fifty-nine Thousand, Seven Hundred and Sixty 
Dollars and Fifty-one Cents ($1,459,760.51) was collected, making total collec¬ 
tions since the inception of this scheme on August 1, 1939, to July 31, 1942 of 
$6,463,955.75. Collections for the first four months in the current crop year 
are $1,094,568.26. 

EXPENDITURES AND REVENUES 

Total expenditure for the fiscal year 1941-42 was $1,602,023.65 compared 
with $1,553,423.30 for the previous fiscal year. Revenue for the fiscal year 
1941-42 was $1,247,086.92 compared with $919,500.74 for the previous fiscal 
year, an increase of $327,586.18. 
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For the first nine months of the current fiscal year the total expenditure 
was $3,612.59 less than in the corresponding period in the previous fiscal year, 
and the revenue for the same period shows a decrease of $242,614.04. 

PERSONNEL 

The Board regrets to report the death in August, 1942, of Mr. James D. 
Fraser, who retired from the service of the Board in May, 1941 after forty-two 
years’ service during the last sixteen of which he has held the position of Chief 
Grain Inspector.

EXPORT SHIPMENTS 

Three (3) complaints were received in respect to overseas shipments, none 
of which were upheld on investigation. 

(b ) PROSECUTIONS 

One prosecution for a breach of Section 108 of the Canada Grain Act was 
instituted during the year, the defendant on conviction being fined five dollars 
and costs. 

(c) DEFAULTS 

There were no defaults during the year 1942. 

(d) CARS OUT OF TURN 

During the year 1942 cars out of turn for the shipment of grain from country 
elevators were ordered by the Board under the provisions of Section 68 of the 


Canada Grain Act as follows:—

(e) RECEIPT OF WPIEAT INTO COUNTRY ELEVATORS 
FROM RAILWAY CARS 

Due to lack of storage space in terminal elevators, the Board, under the 
provisions of Section 107(a) of the Canada Grain Act authorized the receipt 
of wheat from railway cars into country elevators for the conservation of storage 
in a total of 565 cars during the year 1942. These shipments were made from 
districts having heavy crops to districts where lighter crops were harvested. 

(f) REPORT OF LICENCE AND BONDING BRANCH

Dear Sir, —I have the honour to submit the following summary of Licensing 
and Bonding for the crop year 1941-42. 

During the season which commenced on August 1, 1941 and ended on 
July 31, 1942, one hundred and forty-six (146) firms and individuals applied for 
Licences as required by the provisions of the Canada Grain Act. 

Five thousand, eight hundred and thirty-nine (5,839) applications for Licen¬ 
ces to operate were received and five thousand, eight hundred and sixteen 
(5,816) Licences were issued. Eighteen (18) Licences were transferred and five 
(5) applications were withdrawn for various reasons.

In addition to the above applications for regular elevator Licences, the 
Board also received five hundred and five (505) applications for authority to 
operate off-site buildings as “Special Annexes” under authority of Order in 
Council P.C. 4215. Twenty-one of the applications were rejected and/or 
withdrawn and four hundred and eighty-four (484) authorities to operate were 
granted. No fee was required from the applicants but they were required to 
deposit with the Board Surety Bonds to cover their operations at these off-site 
buildings. 

At December 1, 1941, there were 5,796 buildings classed as Elevators 
under the provisions of The Canada Grain Act, 5,766 in the Western Division 
and 30 in the Eastern Division; of these 5,722 were in operation under Licence 
at that date. Details of these buildings and their storage capacities, together 
with several summarizing statements and other relative information, may be 
found in the publication entitled “List of Grain Elevators in the Western and 
Eastern Divisions”. 


The total licensed storage capacity as at July 31, 1942 was 599,636,824 
bushels; elevators proper and permanent annexes comprising 430,447,070 
bushels; temporary annexes 162,570,550 bushels and special annexes 6,619,204 
bushels. 

The following Licences, which were granted at the commencement of the 
season to the underlisted firms, were cancelled by order of the Board on the dates 
and for the reasons stated hereunder:—

23, 1941; Company changed nature of operations 
and re-licensed as a Semi-Public Terminal ele¬ 
vator. 
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Public Country Elevator Frank D. Lampman; 45,000 bushel elevator at 

Licence No. 1551 Rosetown, Saskatchewan; cancelled April 1, 

1942; ceased operations and elevator dismantled. 

Sixty-seven (67) Country Elevator licences were suspended by the Board 
at various times throughout the crop year owing to certain repairs being necessary 
to the elevators to maintain them in a fit and proper condition to store grain. 
The repairs were made in due course and all licences re-instated. 

Licence Fees collected amounted to $30,803.00; of this amount $25.00 was 
refunded to applicants on account of applications for Licences having been 
withdrawn. 

Surety bonds amounting to $26,564,487.50 were executed by thirteen (13) 
of the approved Surety Companies and were deposited with the Board as security 
covering the operations of the Licensees; in addition, three (3) Licensees deposited 
negotiable Government Bonds with a par value of $18,800.00 in lieu o'f furnishing 
the usual forms of Surety Bonds. $811,000.00 of this security was to cover the 
grain stored in “Special Annexes”. 

There were no changes in the permanent staff of this Branch but it was 
necessary to employ temporary assistance for a longer period than customary 
owing to the fact that the routine work of maintaining the records in connection 
with the collection of the One Percentum Levy under the Prairie Farm Assistance 
Act necessitates the full time services of one of the permanent employees of this 
Branch whose regular duties have been performed by temporary employees.

(j) ANNUAL REPORT OF STATISTICIAN 

The Secretary, 

Board of Grain Commissioners,

Dear Sir,—I beg to submit the following report of the crop year 1941-42. 

The grain crops of Canada harvested in 1941 were considerably less than 
those of the previous year. The final official estimate indicates a crop of wheat 
totalling 296 million bushels was harvested in the Prairie Provinces and the total 
for all Canada was 314,825,000 bushels. For 1940 the totals were 513,800,000 
bushels and 540,190,000 bushels respectively. The carry-over on 31st July, 
1941, was some 60 per cent larger than a year previous, constituting a new record 
at 480,129,311 bushels in all positions in North America. A total of 795 million 
bushels were thus available for disposition during the crop year, compared to a 
total of 840.6 millions in 1940-41. Actual disposition accounted for 370.9 
million bushels of wheat, 220 millions being exported as wheat or wheat flour and 
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150.9 millions used for home requirements. The carry-over at the end of the 
year totalled 424,048,429 bushels in all positions. Further details of carry¬ 
overs of wheat and disposition of the 1941 crops will be found in the appended 
tabular statements. 

MARKETING AND MOVEMENT 

Marketing of the crop at country points and shipment therefrom continued 
under the control and direction of the Canadian Wheat Board. It is worthy of 
special note that the marketing and movement were accomplished without 
congestion. The fact that the amount of wheat remaining in farmers’ hands 
was less than at the close of the previous year suggests that practically the entire 
crop was disposed of. In Western Canada only 9.2 million bushels of wheat were 
reported in farmers’ hands on 31st July, 1942. 

STORAGE 

Total storage space licensed by the Board includes 169 million bushels in 
temporary and special annexes at country points and operated in connection 
with terminal and eastern elevators. This, added to the permanent licensed 
storage capacity of over 430 million bushels, provides space for 599 millions, 
509 millions in Western and 90 millions in Eastern Canada, respectively. 

DESTINATION DATA 

Despite changed conditions following the initiation by Japan of war against 
the United States and Allied Nations we have continued to receive the fullest 
collaboration of United States Government Departments, Produce & Corn 
Exchanges and Chambers of Commerce in the collection of records of the dis¬ 
position of Canadian grain. Data secured are as complete as it is possible to 
be and will be available for distribution on the final cessation of hostilities. In 
the meantime the assistance of all concerned is deeply appreciated and gratefully 
acknowledged. 


TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHT RATES 

The urgent need of ships and munitions of war occasioned the requisition, 
for ocean service, of a number of canal-size Canadian ships hitherto engaged in 
the transportation of grain and package freight on the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
route. A number of the larger bulk cargo carriers in the upper lake traffic were 
requisitioned for the ore-carrying trade. These reductions of tonnage available 
for grain necessitated the shortening of routes as far as possible so export grain 
was mostly carried to Georgian Bay and Lake Erie ports until the approach of 
the close of the season when some ore-carriers were released for the grain trade 
to carry cargoes to Lake Erie and Upper Sr. Lawrence river ports and to load 
winter storage cargoes. Freight rates on shipments to Buffalo and other U.S.A. 
lake ports were substantially higher from the opening of the 1942 season at 5 to 
5b2C- per bushel U.S. funds until August and 53/oc. to 6c. per bushel U.S. funds 
from September to November, wheat basis. Lake shipments to Canadian ports 
continued at the maximum rates as fixed by the Board in June, 1941, throughout 
the season—3F£c. to Georgian Bay ports; 4c. to Port Colborne, 4JAc. to Toronto; 
5c. to Kingston and Prescott; all per bushel wheat; with an additional 2c. to 
Georgian Bay and Lower Lake ports in December only to compensate for in¬ 
creased insurance costs. Violent storms on the lakes and cold weather towards 
the close of the season caused delays to many vessels. Consequently a larger 
number were loaded at the end of November, also a fair number in December, 
winter storage cargoes to U.S.A. ports earning 9c. per bushel wheat U.S. funds, 
with the odd steamer an even higher figure. 
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In accordance with provisions of the Inland Water Freight Rates Act 
copies of charter confirmations were filed by shippers covering lake shipments of 
grain from Fort William-Port Arthur from which weighted overages of rates 
charged were compiled for the information of the Minister, the Board and others 
interested. 


INSURANCE 

The inclusion of the Eastern elevators, by the authority of Order in Council 
P.C. 2393, as from the 1st May, 1941, with Public and Semi-Public terminal 
elevators under the provision of section 102 of the Canada Grain Act requiring 
the insurance of all grain stored in the elevators added substantially to the 
work of this office throughout the crop year. Copies of insurance policies as 
issued are received and carefully scrutinized and the value of grain in store 
compared with the amounts of insurance reported as in force periodically. The 
closest check is maintained on insurance effected by means of specific policies, 
or under policies which specify maximum amounts. Fluctuations in values of 
grain as well as amounts in store require the exercise of greater vigilance as it 
occasionally happens a licensee has to be requested to increase the amount of 
insurance in force. 

ANNUAL WEIGH-UP 

Following annual or special weigh-ups of grain stored in Terminal and 
Eastern elevators statements have been prepared for submission to the Board 
and calculations of excess and deficiency made in the manner prescribed by sec¬ 
tion 138 and 138(a) of the Canada Grain Act. One Eastern elevator licensee was 
found to have an overage due to the Crown. This was duly collected by the 
Board. Copies of the statements are appended.

REPORT OF CHIEF WEIGHMASTER 


The Secretary, 

Board of Grain Commissioners, 

Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Dear Sir, — I have the honour to submit the following report of the Grain 
Weighing Branch for the crop year 1941-1942. 

In the Western Division this Branch supplied weighing, services at all 
Public Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal and Private Terminal elevators licensed 
by the Board for the purpose of weighing all grain received into and shipped out 
of these elevators as required under Sections 91 and 123 of the Act. Also at 
Plants operating under Mill Elevator licence weighing services were supplied 
to comply with the Act. 

In the Eastern Division weighing services were supplied on a fees basis at 
a number of Eastern elevators. 

The scales in the elevators at Port Arthur and Fort AVilliam, the Canadian 
Government interior elevators, National Harbours Board elevator, Port Church¬ 
ill, and elevators at the Pacific Coast located on berths delivering grain to vessels 
on tidal waters were inspected twice during the year, “the annual inspection and 
semi-annual inspection”, by myself or my assistant, Mr. W. H. Comba. The 
annual inspection was made in accordance with the Weights and Measures Act 
and Regulations 1929, Chapter 212, Section 50, and for which certificates of 
verification were issued. The semi-annual inspection of the scales located in 
the above elevators was made to insure the continued accuracy of the scales. 
Special inspection of scales was made whenever found necessary. The scales 
in the various elevators mentioned above have been kept in good condition by a 
competent scale mechanic. 

Under supervision of officers of this Branch, the equipment used for re¬ 
ceiving, shipping and weighing grain in the various elevators where weighing 
services have been supplied, has been maintained in good condition. 

The inspection of scales in elevators in the Eastern Division licensed as 
Eastern elevators was carried out by Mr. P. J. Marples and certificates of verifica¬ 
tion were issued in accordance with the Weights and Measures Act 1929 

A considerable volume of extra work was involved during the year in the 
weighing of grain to and from the large temporary storages which were construct¬ 
ed at the head of the Lakes. 

The number of complaints received on the outturn of cars received at 
terminal elevators has been very small considering the large number of cars 
handled. However, precaution is taken at terminal elevators both with regard 
to the accuracy of the scales and the handling of car lots of grain received into 
the terminals from country points. However, in handling the large number of 
cars there is bound to be the odd complaint, some of which are due to errors in 
loading, leakage from cars repaired in transit, pilferage and leaks that are dis¬ 
covered when cars are spotted for unloading, and from causes beyond the 
knowledge and jurisdiction of the Board’s weighmen stationed at the terminal 
elevators. Complaints that were received have been investigated and where 
the investigation has warranted it, adjustments have been made. 
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Complaints of alleged shortages in the outturn of some cargoes loaded at 
the Head of the Lakes were received. The weighing and loading of these cargoes 
were investigated without finding any evidence of responsibility for same at the 
loading elevators with the exception of two cases where mishaps occurred in 
loading owing to breakage of equipment, and on which reports were made to the 
Board and adjustments made. Recovery of some shortages were made when 
cargoes in complaint were held Identity Preserved and reweigh of the cargo 
was made. There were 1,152 cargoes loaded during the crop year. 

There were four complaints on the outturn of export cargoes loaded at 
Montreal elevators, the weighing and loading of which were thoroughly in¬ 
vestigated and reports submitted to the Board and recommendation made. 

The annual weighover of all grains in store in all Public Terminal, Semi- 
Public Terminal elevators and the top four grades of wheat and the top two 
grades of garnet wheat in Private Terminal elevators in the Western Division 
was conducted during the crop year wherever it was possible to do so, and, in 
cases where it was found impossible to weigh over, an estimated audit was made, 
as required under Order in Council P.C. 5298. As in the previous year, stocks 
of grain in store in the above elevators were very heavy throughout the year. 
In elevators in the Eastern Division operating under an Eastern elevator licence, 
all grain in store was weighed over during the year as required under the Act, 
or estimated as required under Order in Council P.C. 5298. 

Statements of the correct quantities of the various grades in store in each 
of the above elevators which were weighed over were prepared by this Branch 
and forwarded to the Board to permit of the adjustment of outstanding ware¬ 
house receipts in Public and Semi-Public elevators, the establishment of overages 
in Terminal elevators and Eastern elevators, in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 138 and 138A of the Canada Grain Act. Statements of all estimated 
audits that were conducted under Order in Council P.C. 5298 were also prepared 
and forwarded to the Board.

Sirs, —I beg to submit the following report of the operations of the Cana¬ 
dian Government Elevators for the year 1942. 

ELEVATORS OPERATED 

The interior elevators at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, Calgary, Edmonton and 
Lethbridge and the elevator at Prince Rupert, B.C., were all operated during 
the entire year under Public Terminal Elevator licences. 

elevator leased 

The elevator at Port Arthur, Ont., continues to be operated by McCabe 
Bros. Grain Co. Ltd. under lease which expires in 1944. 

TARIFF OF CHARGES 

The tariff of charges for handling, storing, cleaning and drying of grain was 
the same as that in effect during the previous season. 

VOLUME OF GRAIN HANDLED 

Due to the continued restricted movement of grain the amounts received 
at the several elevators were all considerably below receipts of the preceding 
season, but the amount of grain carried in store during the entire year remained 
fairly constant at about sixteen million bushels. Grain in store at all points 
on July 31, 1942, amounted to 16,933,891 bushels. The total nominal storage 
capacity of the elevators is 18,350,000 bushels.

Sirs, —I have the honour to submit the following summary report on the 
Grain Research Laboratory for the year 1942. 

The 1942 grain crops were at least two weeks late and the laboratory was *, 
hard pressed to obtain and analyze representative samples of grades of wheat 1 
prior to the meeting of the Western Committee on Grain Standards, which was c 
held on October 22, 1942, one day earlier than last year. It was possible to " 
prepare reasonably representative composite samples of grades 1 to 4 Northern; 8 
there was no 1 Hard or 4 Special; and it was impossible to obtain adequate \ 
numbers of samples of No. 5 and No. 6 wheat, and of the Garnet grades. De- 1 
tailed information on grades 1 to 4 Northern, and reports on the average quality j 
of durum wheat, malting barley, and flax, were presented to the Western Com¬ 
mittee on Grain Standards, together with a brief review of the vegetable oils 
situation on the North American continent. I 

The shortage of vegetable oils created interest in early information on the I 
quality of the Western Canadian flax crop, and as this moved comparatively I 
rapidly, the laboratory was able to issue a preliminary report on September 19, ® 
1942, and an interim report on September 30, 1942. Early information on th( 1: 
protein content of hard red spring wheat was also issued in good time; a prelimin- t 
ary report was released on September 12, and an interim report on October 23 k 
1942. a 

Crop bulletins containing detailed information on various grains were printed j 3 
rather later than usual, not only because of the late crop, but also because the 1 
laboratory was handicapped by the recent loss of a number of experience! 0 
members of the staff. A list of the crop bulletins follows:— ^

The wet season had typical effects on the quality characteristics of al 
crops: protein content was low 7 , and the baking qualities of spring wheat, ant 
macaroni-making qualities of amber durum wheat, were considerably beloi 
average; on the other hand, malting barley and flax, where these crops escape! 
fall frosts, were of excellent quality. 

As in previous years, assistance was given to the Inspection Branch in tto 
preparation of tentative standard samples and tentative export standard 
samples of hard red spring and durum wheat. Supervision of moisture test 
in all offices of the Inspection Branch was continued; and a variety of mine 
investigations were also undertaken at the request of the Chief Inspect® 
several of these dealing with flax. 

Investigations of the quality of new varieties of hard red spring wheat grow _ 
in the United States were again made in co-operation with the Northwest Croj 111 
Improvement Association (United States); and similar investigations of th oi 
quality of new varieties of hard red spring wheat, amber durum w 7 heat, and barley C( 
were continued under the programme sponsored by the Associate Committee o: ni 
Grain Research (Canada). 
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At the request of the latter Committee, the writer spent two months in 
making a survey of the edible oils situation in Canada, with the object of pro¬ 
viding the committee with information to assist it in outlining an expanded 
programme of research on oil seeds. Two other investigations related to the 

■ war effort were undertaken at the request of the National Research Council; 
and the laboratory also acted in an advisory capacity to the Council in connec¬ 
tion with other problems relating to grain, which were decided without recourse to 
experimental investigations. 

e 

A variety of minor analytical studies were made for various institutions, 
s etc., including investigations of rusted flax and rusted barley for the Dominion 
, Rust Research Laboratory; of new flax varieties for the University of Alberta; 
s of corn for the Manitoba Corn Committee; and of soybeans and sunflower 
* seed for the Manitoba Society of Agronomists. The laboratory also collected 
' a series of special samples of wheat for: the Cereal Division, Central Experi- 
’ mental Farm, Department of Agriculture; the Division of Applied Biology, 

( National Research Laboratories; and the Department of Agricultural Bio- 
' chemistry, University of Manitoba; and samples of flax for the Oil Seeds 

■ Laboratory, University of Saskatchewan. 

i Investigations relating to the large quantities of wheat in store in Canada 
have been expanded. The laboratory has continued to co-operate with Dr. 
.t B. N. Smallman, entomologist working under the direction of the Division of 
j Entomology, Department of Agriculture, by providing him with laboratory 
) space, equipment and an assistant, and by undertaking those parts of certain 
j investigations dealing with the effect of conditions and treatments on the mois- 
l- ture content and quality of grain. A new study was started with the object of 
j keeping a record of the milling and baking quality of wheat held in terminal 
annexes at the Head of the Lakes, and of obtaining data on changes which take 
( place in grain during long storage periods. In this connection it was necessary 
lf to design and build a new multiple-sample probe for sampling wheat to a depth 
( of 45 ft. Several experiments relating to changes in the moisture content of 
stored wheat were undertaken. In one of these it was shown that a temperature 
differential of 35°C. across 6 ft. of grain would eventually create a difference in 
t moisture content of 2.2 percentage units between the cold and hot spots.

n _ The laboratory is now making a special effort to publish a bulletin summariz- 
)j ing the results of twelve annual surveys (1927 to 1938) of the protein content 
|] of Western Canadian hard red spring wheat. This project should have been 
J completed a year ago, but was delayed by press of other work. Papers on a 
j number of other investigations—malted wheat, moisture gradients, and studies 
of physical dough testing machines—must also lie written up when time permits; 
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indeed, it may be said that the laboratory is further behind with the preparatioi 
and publication of scientific papers than with any other phase of its work. I 
general, the unpublished work relates to the ordinary peacetime research pro 55 
gramme of the laboratory. It has been necessary to curtail this not only t 
provide time for more important investigations, but also because the laborator (c 
has had to shoulder certain essential routine studies dropped by other wester 
laboratories. In effect, this policy involves the concentration of all essentij 
grain research in the Board’s laboratory, in order to make the staffs of othf 
laboratories available for war work. 


Owing to the shortage of chemists and sub-professional assistants, tl 
Malting Laboratory—formerly operated at the University of Manitoba, wit 
financial assistance from the Associate Committee on Grain Research—w: 
placed under the direction of the Grain Research Laboratory early in 194. 
This made possible a redistribution of staff designed to make better use ( 
trained personnel. In December, the probability of losing additional staff mai 
it necessary to move the Malting Laboratory from the University to the Grai 
Exchange Building, thus incorporating it as an integral part of the Grain R 
search Laboratory. Mr. W. 0. S. Meredith, Biochemist-in-charge of the Maltii 
Laboratory, and his two assistants joined our staff. 

A large turnover in personnel occurred during the year: among the pn 
fessional men, Mr. A. E. Pauli joined the R.C.A.F., Mr. F. H. Lehberg w; 
seconded to the office of the Oils and Fats Controller, and Dr. R. L. Cunningha 
was seconded to the Department of Mines and Natural Resources for w: 
research; Messrs. K. Wares and L. E. Wilson also enlisted in the R.C.A.I 
while Miss L. Rosenblat joined the staff of the Royal Air Force Delegation 
the United States; Messrs. S. Iv. Hunter and E. A. Higham and Miss R. Polloi 
left to take other positions. Three temporary assistants stayed for only sho 
periods. Aside from Air. W. 0. S. Meredith, all replacements obtained by tt 
laboratory were inexperienced, most of them being girls who had just left hi; 
school. 


Various difficulties have been experienced in obtaining chemicals ai 
equipment and delays in delivery have been embarrassing at times. Howeve 
a “blanket” priority rating has now been obtained for the laboratory, and,: 
things considered, the present situation appears reasonably satisfactory. 

A detailed report on the work of the Grain Research Laboratory has be> 
prepared. In accordance with past practice, it is recommended that this rept 
be published separately, with the object of putting on record data on the quali 
of the more important Canadian grain crops, and progress reports on laborato 
investigations.
